Applicants have amended the compounds to the specific and enabled compounds 
described in the specification, thus, obviated the 1 12 rejections. Descriptions for the 
therapeutically effective amount is on page 49 wherein IC 50 of exemplified compounds 
were found. The prior art has well recognized that benzopyranone compounds are usefiil 
in cosmetic composition for treating oxidative stress (see recitation on PTO-892) and 
descriptive support for the cosmetic use of the compound are found on specification p. 14 
and 43. Claims 1-7, 29-32 and 34 are allowed.
